Still In Colliery at 29 to 53, and It 


Is Feared All Are Dead. 


M cCurtain, Okla., March 22.—Twen­ 
ty lour men have been rescued alive 
from sh alt No. 2 of tile Sans Bois Coal 
com pany, which caved in after an ex­ 
plosion. 
T hirty nine 
unrecognizable 
bodies 
have been taken out. E stim ates place 
the num ber still in the mine at from 
twenty nine to filty-three, of whom it 
is feared that none will be brought out 
alive. 
T h irteen more workmen, in addition 
to th e eleven who escaped alive, were 
rescued 
from 
the 
workings. 
Tills 
brings the total of twenty-four of the 
116 m em bers of the day shift who 
were caught in the disaster. 
W hen the explosion occurred the 
thirteen tnt ii were near the south thir­ 
teen th entry. They quickly made their 
way to a room which is only eight by 
ten feet in size. T here they found an 
air pump, about the top of which they 
crowded 
closely, changing positions 
frequently so th a t all might benefit. 
T hey built a curtain at the entrance 
to e x d u d e foul air and gas Tappings, 
the sounds of which were convey** I to • 
the rescue party along the air pipe, 
led to their discovery. 
Tw o sons of “S hy” (Itissio, a miner 
and 
prize 
fighter, 
well

the southwest, were imprisoned 
He 
worked late into the night, making 
two coffins. 
"S hy” Cessio was a mem­ 
ber of the ret*.tie party Well acquaint­ 
ed with the mine workings, he volun­ 
teered to explore certain Isolated por­ 
tions. Proceeding alone, he went fur­ 
th e r and further into the mine. 
Two 
bodies he brought out unaided. 
M eantim e the other 
rescuers had 
found the party of thirteen, which in­ 
cluded one of th** Gtisslo brothers. The 
father, overjoyed at the survival of 
one son. presented the burial commit­ 
tee with one of the caskets lie had 
made. 
A m ass m eeting decided to make an 
appeal for aid for the families of the 
victims. This will be sent out at once. 
Volunteers cam e from nearby shafts, 
and the rescue parties were more sys­ 
tem atically organized under the direc­ 
tion of mining experts fm m the g >v 
e m m en t station at McAlester.

expected that every recess in the mine 
will be penetrated. 
A special train, which brought phy­ 
sicians and nurses from Fort Smith.

Bituminous Operators Propose Cut and 
Miners W ant Increase. 
Cleveland, O., March 22 — President 
W hite, of the United Mine W orkers of 
America, after the conferences, said 
that a strike of tile bitum inous coal 
m iners would be called April I unless 
a new offer of the o perators was satis­ 
factory. 
H e intimated that th e re was strong 
probability of a walkout in all Hie 
bitum inous fields of the country on 
that date. 
Both sides in the bitum inous dis­ 
pute announced that they had voted 
on all dem ands of the m iners and had 
failed to agree The m in ers’ delegation 
then withdrew from the m eeting and 
the operators continued in an execu­ 
tive session.

mantled by the m iners as the only 
1 basis upon which they would continue 
! lo work in the bitum inous fields after 
April I. 
President White, of the mine w ork­ 
ers, dei lared that the m iners will hold 
to their original dem ands for increased 
w ages and improved working cond! 
tions. 
Chairm an 
Koleson, of Terre 
H aute, leading the operators, insisted 
that the owners would not consider 
the run of the-mine 
proposition, but 
would demand a IO per cent reduction 
in th e mining rate. 
“Call it a strike of a suspension, 
the 200,000 miners in the bituminous 
fields of western Pennsylvania. Ohio, 
Indiana a n i Illinois wil not dig an 
o th e r lump after the first of the month 
o n th e present wage scale," said Pres­ 
ident White. 
Mr. White said tho dem and was in 
the nature of an ultim atum , and that 
if tile mines were to be worked it 
would he because the operators made 
concessions.

Pungent Crop Does Best A fte r Boots, 
C auliflow er or E arly Cabbage. 
A Wisconsin subscriber of American 
A griculturist asks for information on 
the methods of raising aud m arketing 
horse radish. 
Although the horse rad ­ 
ish is a perennial aud will continue to 
grow indefinitely if some of the reJta 
are loft in the ground, it is usually 
treated as an anuual when raised lu 
commercial gardening, 
it is most prof- 
Jtable as a second crop, following beets, 
cauliflower or early cabbage. 
Only the 
main root is used for market, the small 
rootlets being broken off aud preserved 
for p an tin g . 
, 
The upper part of each set should be 
cut straight and the lower part slant­ 
ing so that they may l>e planted right 
end up. Of course, they will grow any­ 
how, tint they will make a more satis­ 
factory crop if planted properly. 
The 
sets may Ik* stored for the winter in a 
cellar or in pits out of doors. 
It is a 
good tiling to sprinkle sand between 
them to prevent heating. 
While tile 
crowns of tile plants may Ik* reset and 
vt iii grow, they do not produce a very 
satisfactory crop of roots for m arket 
iud will not pay for replanting. 
Tin* sets are planted Ik* twee ii rows of 
cabbage or cauliflower in holes eight 
or ten inches deep made with a light 
crowbar. 
They are covered tw o or 
Iluee indies deep. 
If they are not set 
deeply t hey are likeiy to come up too 
soon and interfere with cultivating and 
harvesting the first crop. 
My planting 
one hil! of horse radish opposite each 
cabbage plant from 
12,inn* to 13,000 
plants per acre are grown.

vation is usually sufficient, because the 
ground is already clean from the first 
crop. and horse radish leaves soon shade 
tipi arround and prevent weed growth.
